The Prefate for direction tothe Reader, 


Ther men in theirwritings (gentle Reader) may iuftly vſe ſuch ſtile, as may 
declare learning or eloquence fit for a Scholler,but I am enforced of neceſſi- 
&y.to effec that plain' rudenefle, which may beſt fit the capacitie of thoſe perſons 


with whomT haue to deale. The learnedec ſort are able ro vnderſtand my purpoſe, 


and to teach this Treatiſe withour further diretion, Iam now therefore to direQ 
my ſpeech to the vnskilfull, which defre to make vſe of it for their owne priuate 
benehit;and ro ſuch men andwomen of trade, as Taylors, Weauers,Shop keepers, 
Scamfters, and ſuch other as haue vndertaken the charge of teaching others;giue 
me lcaue therefore(l beſeechthee)rto ſpeake plainely and familliarly to thee:yea, 
let me intreart thee to giue diligent regard to thoſe things which I ſhal deliver vn- 
ro thec;] ſecke nothing by thee, bus thy owne pleaſure, caſe, & profit, & rhe-good 
ef thy ſchollers.1f peraduenture for 2.or 3. daies at the firſt it may ſeeme ſomwhar 
hard or ſtrange vnto thee, yet be not diſcouraged, neither caſt it from thee: for if 
thou take diligent paines init bur 4,daies,thou ſhalt learne many very profitable _ 
things that thou ntuer kneweſt; yea thouſhalt know more of the Engliſh tongue, . 
then any man of thy calling (nor beinga Gramraarian) in Eneland knoweth:chou 
ſhalt reach thy Schollers with better commendation & profit then any other, not 


. following this order,teacherh; & thou maiſt fir on thy Shop boord,at thy Loomes, . 


or at thy Needle,8 neuer hinder thy worke to heare thy ſchollers, after thou haſt. 
once made this little booke familiar vnro thee, The praQtice and order of-ſtudy I 
know is a ſtranger vnto thee; yer muſt thou now be ſure that thou paſſe nov oner 
any one word, before thou wel vnderſtandeſt ic. If thou canſt nor find our the meae | 
ning, and true vſe of any rule or word, and hauing none preſent to helpe thee, 
make a marke thereat with thy Pen or Pin, vntil thou meereſt with your Minifter, 
or other learned Scholler,of whom rhou maiſt euquire : and doe notthink ir any 
diſcreditro declare thy want,being in a macter pertaining to Grammar, or other 
ſuch things,as thoſe of thy condition are vſualiy vnacquainted with: rather afſure 
thy ſelfe,thar all wife men will commend thee that defireRt knowledge, which ma» + 
ny reicR; and they which refuſe ro be direfted, 1 know are ſuch as delight intheir 
ſortiſh ignorance,like Shoggms Prieſt, who becauſe he had vſed-his old 4nmnumpſanus  ' 
for theſe dozen yeeres,would not forfake it for the other new Aſſimpſumus, though 
# were never ſo good, Two things generally you muſt marke for the vſe of this 
Booke : firſt. the rrue vnderſtanding of it for the matter: ſecondly, the manner of 
learning it,if thou be onely a Scholler; then the order of teaching it,if thou be-al- 
ſo a teacher. And for the firſt, where I profeſſe to teach with farre more eaſe, and 
pleafure ro the learner, and therefore with greater ſpeed then others, vnderſtand 
the reaſon, Thou haſt bur two principallthings to learne,ro ſpell rruly any word 
of one fillable,and ro deuide rruly any word of many.For the fiſt, ] haue diſpoſed 
ſyllables ſo in the firſt Booke, howſocuer ar the firſt fight they might ſeeme com- 
mon,as that thou canſt meere none,but cither thou haſt it there fer downe,, or at 
leaſt ſo many like, both for beginning or end, as that none can be propounded 
vnto thee, which rheu ſhalt not be $kilfull in, 

And.] haue fo begunne with the cafieſt, proceeding by degrees vnto harder, 
rhat they firſt learned, all the other will follow with very lirtle labour. Theſe {yl 
lables knowne,þbecauſe all words,be they neucr ſo long or hard,be madeof them, 
thou haſt nothing to learne bur ro diuide them; for which 1 haue laid downe ſo 
eaſic and certaine Rules(belecue me that haue tryed)as that thou ſhalr neuer erre 


in any hard word; I doubt ror bur thine antes cxpericnce ſhall indethis w_,

and ſo my promiſe in thar point perſormed tothe full. Maruel not why in this 
firſt booke 1 baue differed in writing many ſyllables from the viuall manner ; yea, 
from my ſelfe in the reſt of the worke : s 1empl without (e) tw with one (#) and 
plums, not playmes, &c., My reaſpn is, ” pur there no moe letters then are of 
abſolure necetlitic, when inthe reſt I have followed cuſtome : yea, often I write 
the ſame word diuerſly: (if it be vſed indifferently ) the better to acquaint thee 
with any kind of miitipg. Touching the ſpeeches at the end ot the 1,2,4,7, and 8, 
chapters, regard not © watrer (being vaine) bur my = which 15'to briug 
thee to preſent vic of reading words of one ſyllable whic thou haſt learned to 
ſpell, and ſo thou maiſt haue nothing in the ſecond booke ro learne, but only dis 
uifion of words,and other hard obſeruations. The titles cf the chapters, and notes 
in the margent (which I would alwaics haue thee diligently read and marke)will 
make theſe things more plaine vnrto thee, | 

Alſo where I vndertake to make thee to write the true Orthography of any 
word truely pronounced, | muſt mcane it of thoſe words whoſe writing isdeter- 
w1ned: for there are many, wherein the beſt Engliſh-men inthis Land are not a+ 
greed : As ſome write malicious,deriuing it from malize,other write walitzous, as from 
the Latine malitioſus. So ſome write Germane from the Latine, ſame Germarme from 
the French.Neither doe | deale with proper names,ftrange words of Artin ſcucral 
Sciences, nor the ynknowne tearmes of peculiar countries (if they differ from 
ordinary rules) vnleſſe ſometimes ypon ſome ſpeciall-occafian. I know ere this, 
thou thirſteſt that art a T cacher,ro heare how thou maiſt with more caſe and pro- 


£t teach 'a hundred Schollers then before forty;follow mine aduice, and I warrant 
, "the ſuceeſſe, Let every one ofthy Schollers (for the beſt thou haſt ſhall learne 


thathere which he neuer knew, neither needeth hee any other for Engliſh) pro- 
uide and vſc this Booke, then dwide thy Schollers in 2. 3. or-4, forts, as thy num- 
ber is (for moe thou needeſt nor, although rhou haſt a hundred Schollers)& place 
fo many of them as arc neereſt of like forwardneſſe, in one leafſon or forme,as in 


, Grammar Schooles , and ſo goe thorow thy whole number, not making abuue 


foure companies at the moſt, fo that thou ſhalt haue bur foure leAures re heare, 
though thou haſt a hundred Schollers, whereas before thou hadſt forty LeQures, 
though bur forty Schollers. Then when thou wquldeft hearc any forme, call them 
forth all, be they ren, twenty, or moe together heare two or three that thou moſt 
ſuſpeReſt ro be moſt negligent,or of dulleſt coneeit, and let al the other artend,or 
Jer one reade one line,lentence or part,anothier the next, and ſo through, ſo that 
all doe ſomewhat, and none knewe when,or what ſhal be required ofhim; encou- 
rage the moſt diligent and tendereſt natures. And thus doubt not but thou ſhalt 


_ doc more good ynto —_— one houre, then before vnto foure in ſcuerall le 
c 


ſons. For the appoſing each other, .as | bauedireQed in the end of the ſecond 
Booke,emulation and feare of diſcredit, will make them Enuy who ſhall excell. By 
this meanes alſo eucry one in a higher forme ſhall be well able to help thoſe va- 
der him, and thar withour lofle of time, ſeeing thereby he repeateth that vvhich 
hee lately learned. Now touching the framing and ſweete tuning of the 


 voyce; I haue giuen thee this helpe, | haue added for proſe all ſorts of ſtile, both 


dialogue and other; and for rerſc,Pſalmes and other verſes of all the ſeuerall ſorts 
viual} : which being well taught, will frame thee to the naturall reading of any 
Engliſh. But here | muſt make carneſt requeſt ynto all carefull Miniſters,that as 
they render the good education of the youth in their Pariſhes, they would lome-

tlmesrepaire ynto the Schooles of ſuch Teachers as are not Grimarians,ro hzare 
their children pronounce, and to he]pe {ach with their. dire&ion, that defire to 
vſc this books in their Schooles, for itis lamentable to ſee into what ignorant 
handling filly lirtle children chance, which ſhauld at the firſt bee moſt $kilfully 
grounded, which is the only cauſe of ſuch wotull ignorance in ſo many men, and 
women, that cannot write (without great crror) one ſentence of true Englith; 
therefore 1zt Parents now be wiſe vnto whom they com mir their children, 

But to returne ro my teaching Tradeſmen: if thou defireſt ro be informed how 
toteach this Treatiſe, marke diligently che-dircions giuen in all places of the 
Booke,and as thy Scholler is in ſaying his Leflon, marke what words hee miſſeth, 
and the note with thy Pen or Pin, and let him repeat chem at the next LeQure, 
andſo rillhe be perteznot regarding thoſe where he is skilfull, And lethis fel- 
lowes alſo remember them to appoſe him in them in their appoſitions. Burmee 
thought | heard thee ſay, 'that my reaſons haue perſwaded © & to bee willing to 
reach this: but thou _canſt not moue all their parents to bee willing to beſtow ſo 
much mony on a Booke art the firſt, Te]l them from mee, that they necd buy no 


anore,and then they ſhall ſaue much by the Bargaine. But they will reply, that lus _ 


lietle yong Child will haue torne it before itbe halfe lcarned. Then anſwere him, 
thar a remedy 1s prouided for that alſo, which is this;/ Firſt, the Printer vpon 
the ſight hereof hath framed his horn-booke, according to the order of this Book, 
making the b6rſt parr of my ſecond page the matrer thereof, which in my opinion 
he did wich good reaſon; for a Child may by this Treatiſe almoſt learne to ſpell 
perfe&ly-in as lictletime, as learne well the other horn-booke. Bur this later bee- 
ing firſt learned,being the ground-worke of ſpelling, all-the xeſt-of this worke will 
be gotten with ſmall labour, Secondly, I haue ſo diſpoſed the placing of my firſt 
Booke, that if the child ſhould teare our cuery leafe as faft ashe learnerh ir,yet ir 


fhall not be greatly hurtfull, for cuery new following Chaprerrepeateth and tea- 


cheth againe all'that wenr before. Ihope ifhe be a reaſonable man, that this an- 
fwere will ſuffice, Touching my Chronologie and Table, I haue before the ens» 
trance into them, prefixed the manner how to vnderſtand the vſe of them,where« 
unto I referre thee, hauing beene alrcady ouer-tedious, For the particular ordi- 
nary ſounding of the Letters, I wholy omir,leauing it to the ordering of the Tea« 
cher, eſpecially ir being before ſufficiently & learned\y handled by another, Thus 
hauc I ſo plainely prattled and liſped vnto thee, as that I hope thou vnderſtandeſt 
my purpoſe, & ſingle heart for thy good, which if I fad thou accepteſt, I may per- 
aduenture hereafter proceed in my courſe for the cafie and ſpeedy artayning the 

learned Languages: an argument whichas itis more pertinent to my profeſli-
